The root of the Capitol building is partly ol tin, the remain- 
der of slates, and, at last report, was in bad condition. It was 
intended Iron* this appropriation to make a uniform roof, either 
all slate or all tin, bin apon consultation with and examination 
of the roof by :*n expert contractor and builder, it was decided 
inexpedient to replace the tin with slates, because of the un- 
even and defective sheathing of the roof, rendering the slates 
liable to fracture upon pressure, by reason of the iinperteot sur- 
face. To remedy this would necessitate llie removal and re- 
placing ot ihe entire sheathing of the roof. 

The tin portion of the roof was found to be in much better 
condition from corrosion than was anticipated ; the bad "leaks 
in it resulting from the delect of placing seams in the bottoms 
of the valleys, which were kept open, at weak points, by the 
expansion find enntraetion of the tin. This has been, after con- 
ferring with members ot the Board of Commissioners of State 
Institutions, remedied by cutting out the valleys and replacing 
with new tin, ami thoroughly repainting the tin portion of the 
roof. There arc now no leaks in the roof, but the unsightly 
patchwork alluded to in my last report remains. The library 
recommended lor third Root of the Capitol has been fitted up 
and the books from the basement removed to it; but they need 
assorting, culling and arranging for ready reference. 

The extra room required by the Comptroller has been ar- 
ranged by removing the Adjutant-General's office, and cutting 
a passage way around the vault in the basement, connecting 
the room thus provided with the main office of the Comptroller. 
This has relieved the crowded condition of that office, but the 
improvement in the condition of tue vault, hoped for by sever- 
ing its connection with the exterior wall of the building, and 
inserting additional ventilating pipes, has not been realized. 
The vaull is still, by reason of extreme dampness, unfit for the 
storage, of valuable books and documents. The purchase of 
a new safe has in a measure met this want, but the bulky tax 
books and records of the office are without fire protection, ex- 
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cept when submitted to the slower process of destruction in 
this vault. 

It is extremely doubtful if a dry fire proof vailt can be con- 
structed in the basement of the building, particularly in the 
north end of the building where the floors are below the sur- 
face of the ground. Attention is asked to the unprotected con- 
dition of the books and records of the Land office, upon which 
sire based the titles to a great portion of the real estate of the 
State. Suitable safes or a vault should be provided for the 
preservation ot these valuable records. 

The Railroad Commission have been assigned the large con)' 
mittee room in the north west corner of bisement, which they 
have furnished and fitted from up the fund provided for their ex- 
penses. These arrangements leave only one unocenpied room 
in the Capitol, which with the Adjutant-General's office and 
the armory makes only thre; (3) rooms available for commit- 
tee rooms, about one third the number usually w mt -d at a 
regular Bession of the Legislature. To construct additions to 
the present building without entirely remodeling it at great 
expense, would destroy its proportions and symmetry. It has 
therefore been suggested to construct at a cost of t6,000 to 
$8, 000 a separate building smith of the Ciipitol, of which the 
small brick building now there might constitute a part, for the 
use of the Supreme Court, Rail Road Commission, Board of 
Health and storage ol military property. This arrangement 
would leave the entire Capitol for the use of the legislative 
and executive departments. Tlie present Supreme court room 
would accommodate the entire force of the Comptroller's De- 
partment and release nine eimfarlahle and commodious com- 
mittee rooms for use of the legislature. 

This arrangement would provide accommodations for the 
Stale government for years to come, but is open to the objec- 
tion of destroying the symmetrical proportions of the grounds 
and leaving the State with a Captto' hardly equaling in ap- 
pearance or coram '>diousn ess that ot some ot" the county court 
houses, and far btdow that of any other St,ate of the Union. 

The halls and many of the offices require refitting and refur- 
nishing, but in viuw of the changes necessary to give greater 
accommodations, which may render such fittings and fur- 
niture unsuiujil to them, has been deferred, and the money 
available for such purpise left unexpended, to be applied as 
the incoming administration may desire. 

MILITIA ORGANIZATION. 

At the lime of my last report there wee fully organized and 
armed 19 companies of iulantry and one 2-gun battery of ar- 
tillery, while 5 companies of infantry were organized but not 
3* 
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armed. The militia law passed by the last Legislature and ap- 
proved June 8, 1887, provides for 10 companies of infantry and 
2 2-gun batteries of artillery to be enlisted and sworn in for 
three years service. 

Ten of the 19 companies, one ne.7 company, the Santa Rosa 
Rifles, and the battery have been selected and mnstered into 
the service, and now constitute the corps of Florida Slate 
Troops, as shown bv the following General Order No. 2, seines 
of 1887:

VII. The relative rank of officers of the Florida State Troop» 
will be regulated by the date of their former commissions to 
same grade in the Volunteer Militia, provided that they held 
that grade continuously until their appointment in the Florida 
State Troops. Iu all other oases they will lake rank from the 
date of their commissions, and where two or more of same 
grade hold commissions of same date they will take rank in ac- 
cordance with the number ui Battalion and letter of their 
Company.

The law authorizing this organization, it was claimed, su- 
perseded all previous legislation on this subject, and therefore 
that this corps was the only legally authorized volunteer mil- 
itia in the State, but from this view, both your Excellency and 
the Attorney-General dissented, consequently the other organ- 
ized companies were not only retained in commission, but nine 
new companies were organized and nix of which were armed. 
Hence wi' now have two different corps of volunteer militia 
with different rights and privileges and governed by different 
laws, with conflicting interests, rendering it difficult if not im- 
practicable to compile a system of regulations applicable to 
both. Therefore, in eon temptation of further legislation on the 
subject, no complete system of regulations have been compiled 
or promulgated ; hut in order to place in operation the courts 
of discipline provided for in the law above cited the lollowing 
wus published May 19ih, 1888:

Under provisions of Section 8, Chapter :t707, Laws of Flor- 
ida, the following rules and regulations arc published for the 
government and discipline of Uw Florida State Troops: 

I. AH interiors are required to obey strictly and to execute 

with alacrity and goo 1 faith the lawful orders of the su- 
periors appointed over them. 

II. Military authority is to be exercised with firmness, but 

witn kindness and justness to inferiors. Punishments 
shall lie atrial ly in conformity to the militia laws of this 
gtate and the by-laws «i companies adopted in conform- 
ity thereto. Eicb .company ohall tile a copy of its by- 
laws wiili the Adjutant-General tor examination and :i[c 
proval by Hit) Uo ii'iiaiider-in-Cliief, ami u> by-laws will 
lie considered as in foroe until so submitted and return- 
ed with approval, 
III. Sup- riots of '-very grade are Forbidden to injure those 
under them by tyrannical or capricious conduct, or by 
abusive or instiling language. 

IV. Courtesy among military men is indispensable to discip- 
line; respect to superiors will noi be confined to obedi- 
ence mi duty, but will be extended on all occasions. All 
the officers and members oi the Florida Stale Troops 
while in attendance at any rendezvous of their command, 
or while in any armory furnished for their command, and 
during any drill or parade of the same, shall be consid- 
ered as in actual service, and may be punished as a 
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Court of Discipline, or a Court Martial, may determine 
for any disorderly conduct, disobedience of orders, or 
other breach of discipline. 

V. Courts of Discipline shall consist of not less th;w three, 
at least one of which shall be a commissioned officer and 
the remainder noncommissioned officers, a majority of 
whom shall constitute a quorum. 

VX The senior officer of a Court of Discipline shall be Presi- 
dent of the Court. He shall summon and swear ail wit- 
nesses, shall notify all delinquents of time and place at 
which charges against them will bo investigated. He 
shall keep a record of the proceedings and findings of 
the Court, and shall transmit the same duly certified ti> 
the commander of the company for his approval, disap- 
proval or orders thereon. 

VII. Courts of Discipline shall convene at the lime anil place 
designated in the order, and may adjourn trom time to 
time, and to such time* and place* as a majority shall de- 
termine. They shall investigate ail charges for breaches 
of discipline and violations of by-laws made against 
members ol the company, for which the court is called. 
Charges may be made orally or in writing. The sub- 
stance of thf charge shall be entered on the minutes of 
the court and read to the accused, and his plea thereto 
entered. The evidence and the findings and sentences 
of the court shall be recorded on the minutes, and duly 
certified to by the presiding officer, for transmission to 
the company commander. All efiarires before the court 
having been disposed of, the presiding officer shall so 
notify the commander of the company, and await his 
orders thereon. 

VIII. Courts martial shall consist of not less than five com- 
missioned officers, who, together with the Ju.ge Advo- 
cate, will be designated by the Governor in the order 
convening the court, a majority of whom shall consti- 
tute a quoTum for transaction of business, 

IX. Al! charges and specifications must be in writing, signed 
by the persons preferring them, and the proceedings, 
findings and sentences shall conform to the militia laws 
of this State and regulations governing like courts in 
the United States Army.

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This provides for the enforcement of discipline in the corps 
of Stale Troops, but there is no adequate means for disciplin- 
ing the volunteer militia. The old law provides for courts 
martial for that purpose, but except in cities or thickly settled 
communities, where two or more companies are within easy ac 
cess of each other, these courts are expensive, cumbrous and 
impracticable for minor offences. 

The law should be amended so iis to include in the corps of 
State Troops at least one good company in each of the larger 
cities, and at such other points as are snbject, by reason of 
peculiar circumstances, to domestic violence. All other armed 
volunteer militia sHoutd be disbanded. 

This would enable the Adjuiant-G-etieral to systematize ihe 
service, so that a practical ami simple code of regulations cmiM 
be compiled, thus attaining that uniformity of company gov- 
ernment and discipline so essential to the permanency ami 
efficiency of the organizations. 

It would, at same time, prevent the frittering away of the 
resources provided by the United States Government for arm- 
ing and equipping the militia, by issuing arms to those uiush- 
roon organizations springing up during seasons of excitement, 
to die out and disband as soon as the excitement subsides ; 
while the arms and equipments, it recoverable at all, are re- 
turned in conditions more fitted for the junk shop than the 
armory. 

The saving thus made wouM, in a few years, not only thor- 
oughly equip the State Troops with everything necessary, ex- 
cept transportation, to take the field at once, but also iurnish 
good, serviceable uniforms to fifteen or twenty companies or- 
ganized as State Troops. 

Frequent inspections of the various companies at their ar- 
mories should be provided for. The lack of any provision for 
such inspection in the past, has been a serious detriment to the 
thoroughness in instruction and discipline of the troops, and 
materially retarded their efficiency and usefulness The failure 
of the State to send an inspector occasionally to inquire into 
the affairs of the companies, is construed by the troops as a 
want of appreciation of their services and indifference to their 
welfare, which begets indifference in them. It is but 
poor encouragement to these young men, after devoting 
their time and attention to fit themselves for soldiers, and 
their money in providing uniforms, to leel that the State re- 
cognizes them as soldiers only when she needs their services.

These companies, laying aside their business and personal 
intere-ita, promptly responded to orders, and, under command 
of Major T. D. Lancaster, reported to the Sheriff of Nassau 
county, at Fernandina. Fortunately, this prompt show of 
force enabled the civil authorities to quietly arrest, the ring- 
leaders of the rioters, and bloodshed was avoided. The civil 
authorities apprehending a renewal of the trouble, if the troops 
were withdrawn too soon, they were allowed to remain until 
September 10th, when they were ordered home. 

Now followed the unfortunate part of this whole business, 
which resulted so disastrously to one of our most thriving cit- 
ies. The Gainesville Guards during their stay in Fernandina 
had become infected with yellow fever, and unconsciously car- 
ried the infection to their homes, where on the 17th of Septem- 
ber six.ufiheir members were stricken down with this scourge. 
Three members of the company died ol the fev?r. The panic 
and consternation caused in the city, its depopulation and con- 
sequent suspension of all husiness, has been heralded by the 
newspapers and telegraphs of the country. In addition to the 
loss of life, the company also lost its uniforms, which were de- 
stroyed by the order of the County Board of Health. With 
whom the responsibility for this spread of the fearful pestilence 
iest f di> not undertake to say. That the yellow fever was pre- 
vailing in Fernandina nearly a month before the troops were 
ordered there seems to be now admitted, yet immediately be- 
fore the Gainesville Guards left Gainesville, in obedience to 
abovv? orders, the Board of Health of Nassau county assured the 
Surgeon of the Second Battalion that there was not so rauoh as 
a suspicious case of fever in Fernandina. 

Strange to say the Ocala Rifles, who were ordered to Fer- 
nandina at same time as the Gainesville Guards, and returned 
with them, escaped the infecttoa entirely. By this fortunate 
chance Ocala was spared the late of her sister city. She took 
the precaution, however, to order the company into quaran- 
tine until September 23d, after the fever developed amonc the 
Gainesville Guards. They remained during this period en- 
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camped near Blue Springs, 15 miles from Oca la, where they im- 
proved the time in learning the duties of camp life.

There have been two annual encampments of the Slate Troops 
held since last report, the places and times of holding same 
having been fixed by the choice of a majority of the compa- 
nies. 

That for 188? was held at Pablo Beach, August 23d to 30tb, 
at which all the companies and batteries of the State Troops 
were present. Most of the companies having but recently re- 
organized and enlisted as State Troops, with large per cent- 
a^es of recruits, necessarily appeared sft a disadvantage, espe- 
cially a8 some of the companies were armed with the old 50- 
calibre rifles which had seen hard serviee in the hands of sev- 
eral companies, previously, and had not yet received their new 
uniforms. Rapid and commend aide progress was made, how- 
ever, in drill and discipline during the week. The review and 
inspection on the 27th would have done credit to veterans.

An many of the companies had the old bright barrel rifles, 
which were second hand when issued to them, and had not yet 
received their new uniforms, while other companies were armed 
with new rifles and had new dress uniforms, any report making 
especial mention, by companies, of ihe condition ot their arms, 
accoutrements and uniforms would be so manifestly unfair that 
I refrain from doing so. 

Appended is the report of Major Young, senior officer, com- 
manding the camp: 

Jacksonville, Fla., Sept. 3, 1887. 
General D. Lang, Adjutant- General of Florid i .' 

General: I have the honor to report that in obedience to 
General Order No. 3, C, S., I proceeded with Companies A, B, 
D and F, of the First Battalion of Florida State Troops, to 
Pablo Beach at 'J:30 P. M. on Monday, the 22d day of August, 
18S7, and placed them in the camp, which bad previously been 
prepared by Lieutenant Boors, Q. M. of the First Battalion. 

.Major T. D. Lancaster arrived with the Second Banal ion at 
9 P. Al. «T the same day, and his command was at once as- 
signed to quarters. 

The proper camp guard was detailed from the First Battalion 
as soon as it arrived on the ground, and they were kept on 
duty till 8 A. M. of ihe 23d, when they were relieved by a de- 
tail made from the two Battalions. 

Company C, of the First Bittalion, arrived in cump about 
noon on the 23d. The Third Battalion, Major W. F. Williams 
commanding, arrived in camp about 11 P. M. of the 23 i. and 
were immediately assigned quarters. 

Oh the mo mini; ol the 'J 3d I issued orders establishing the 
hours for the various calls and duties. Drills were had twice 
each day. I could perceive a very decided improvement in 
the drill of my B ittalion before the close of the encampment. 
As I did not watch the drill ot the Second and Third Battal- 
ions, I am unable to speak of the improvement made by them, 
but have no doubt it was as great as the improvement in the 
First. 

On Friday, the 26th, the troops were inspected by the Adju- 
tant General, assisted by Lieutenant Smoke, of the 6th U. S. 
Infantry, and on Saturday they were reviewed by His Excel- 
lency, Governor Perry. 

On Monday afternoon, the 29th of September, Major Wil- 
liams brought his command to Jacksonville in order to be able 
to get the early train next, morning for Pimsacola. I permitted 
Company C, First Battalion, to leave at the same lime on ac- 
count of the illness of Captain Ballantine. My Battery, Cap- 
tain Baraett commanding, was also sent home about dark on 
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the 29th, in order to avoid over crowding the train next morn- 
ins, there being no further duty for them to perform. 

At reveille next, morning tents were struck and all baggage 
loaded on the cars, and at 7:35 A, M. the First and Second 
Battalions left the encampment for their homes. 

I respectfully submit that the troops should be kept in camp 
for a longer period so as to render them familiar with the Bat- 
talion movements,

One hundred tents for this encampment were drawn from the 
U. S. Quartermaster Department, thirty-nine were of those 
bought for the en«:iin]jtut-nt of 18S6, while the remainder were 
the private property of the officers and men of the Jacksonville 
companies.

Upon breaking camps the tents were turned over to the dif- 
orent battalions to be eared for. 

October 14th, in response to an appeal from Dr. King Wyl- 
ly, President of the Florida Health Protection Association, 
the tents assigned to the Second Battalion, 67 in number, were 
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shipped to Mayor Eppes Tucker, of Lakeland, for use of refu- 
gees from yellow fever at Tampa, who were quaranteed near 
the line of Hillsborough county. When the epidemic was over 
Dr. Wylly reported that the tents, except five which had shel- 
tered yellow fever patients and were burned by his orders, had 
been thoroughly fumigated and were subject to my orders. I 
notified Major Lancaster, November 29th, that I had ordered 
them returned to him at Ocala, This brought a very prompt 
and emphatic protest from him, declaring the citizens or Ocala 
would not permit them carried Ittto the city. 

I then instructed Major Lancaster, December 6th, 1887, to 
notity Mayor Tucker to store and hold them until lurther no- 
tice. 

Decern iter 15th, he wrote Major Lancaster thai the twits had 
been stored, but added : " I recommended that they be burned, 
because no community is willing to receive them. I learn that 
threats are beiue made already to burn them, together with all 
the other camp fixtures," 

Under these circumstances it was thought best not to attempt 
to take the tents elsewhere, and they were permitted to remain 
in the possession id' Mayor Tucker. 

Upon the appearance of yellow fever at Jacksonville, requi- 
sitions for tents for guards and quarantine camps poured in 
from every threatened point, and I wrote to inquire concern- 
ing these leuts, to which Mayor Tucker replied un- 
der date of Sept. 12th 1888. * l Of the tents turned over 
to me by the State, all that were used in connection with 
the sick at quarantine were burned. There yet remain tin 
hand sixty tents, twenty of which were badly damaged. 
Those tit tor service are in use liere and at Sanford." The four 
months service, until quarantine was raised Dee. 15, has doubt- 
less left these tents tin tit for lurther use, but they remain a 
debit against the quota allowed hytho United States for arm- 
ing and equipping the militia. They should be condemned by 
a biard of corn missioned officers of the militia and reported to 
the Secretary ol War, for his orders as to their disposal. This 
necessitates ordering a board to convene at Lakeland for that 
purpose, and apart from the reluctance of officers to examine 
presumably inteeted tents, there is no fund upon which I am 
authorized to make n qnisiiion for the expenses of the board, 

A* it now stands, I must n-port these tents to the Secretary 
of War as so many on hand, although they are probably unfit 
for use, 

TUB ESCAMf'MENT FOIl 1888, 

In consequence of the holding trf an encampment being de* 
pendent upon there being money in the Treasury, "not other- 
wise appropriated," to defray the expenses, un^e neat np me nt on 
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be ordered until such time as the Comptroller is satisfied there 
will be an excess, over the amounts of the regular specified ap- 
propriations, remaining in the Treasury. This was not ascer- 
tained or determined until June 9, whn\) the Comptroller ex- 
pressed his opinion that he would he able to meet the 
expenses. Upon consultation with your Excellency, it 
wa« determined to order an encampment, and I was instructed 
to ascertain the time an J place it would best suit the troops to 
assemble. It now became necessary to procure tents to re- 
place those loaned to Dr. Wvlly, anil infected as above ex- 
plained. To this end requisition was made upon the Quarter- 
master Department for one hundred tents June Oth, 1888. 

On June 25th, it having been ascertained that a majority of 
the troops favored Magnnha Bluff as the place, and the middle 
of July as the time for holding the encampment, and assurance 
having been received by telegram from the Quartermaster De- 
partment that the tent's could be delivered at Pensacola by 
July iMtb, an order was issued as follows:

Ilth. made it almost certain that, the tents wou^l not be at Pen- 
sacola by tee 18th, they not having yet been shipped from Phil- 
adelphia". This rendered a postponement of the time necessary. 
August OLh was fixed upon as being most convenient for the 
majority of the troops, and the following order was issued:

This postuonement unfortunately disconcerted the plans o f 
many of the troops as arranged for leaves of absence from 
business engagements, caused some dissatisfaction and conse- 
quently reduced the attendanee considerably. 

Nevertheless, on the 7th of August all the companies of the 
Florida State Troops, with an aggregate of 394 men, had re- 
poried at camp and entered upon their duties with an alacrity 
and spirit, which justified the anticipation of the most success- 
ful encampment, yet held. 

This hope was rudely dispelled hy the announcement on the 
flth 'if yellow fever in Jacksonville. 

The Jacksonville com panics were permitted lo leave for tmme 
same day, having heen in camp two days, and only three days 
nut of Jacksonville. Some anxiety was caused among the 
troops ami citizens, but this was soon allayed, and with our 
reduced force the exercises were continued until the night of 
Sunday, 12th, when being advised of a probable suspension of 
communication with East Florida at the Apalachicola river 
next day, orders were issued for breaking camp that night, 
and next morning at. fl o'clock the troops were embarked for 
home. 

The drill, discipline an I military appearance and the con- 
dition of the arms, accoutrements, uniforms and camp equip 
page were decried improvements on previous encampments. 
Very commendable and gratifying progress was made in bat- 
talion drill and camp duties, and it is very much to be regretted 
that the interruption alluded to a hove prevented the review 
and general inspection co Litem plated for Tuesday Aug. 13th, 
in consequence of which no special reports, by companies of 
the drill, discipline and condition of arms and accoutrements 
can be made. 

The following consolidated morning report for Aug. 9th 
shows the attendance : -i 
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But one accident and no serious illness occurred to mar the 
pleasure or success of the encampment. On the 8th, Private 
D. McCarthy of Company "B" 3rd Battalion, in attempting 
to prevent the escape of a prisoner fell upon a stomp and 
broke his thigh in two places. He was sent to the Pensacola 
hospital and treated at the expense of the State for thirty -two 
days, when he was discharged, but still suffering from the 
effects of his wounds. 

Anticipating the troops would be quarantined for several 
days before being permitted to enter their home stations, I 
ordered those companies remaining in camp on the 12th, lo 
take the tents they occupied with them. 

The tents remaining in camp, being those occupied by the 
Jacksonville companies, A, B, and F, of the 1st Battalion, 45 
in number, were left in charge of the Quartermaster of the 
Third Battalion. On the 14th of August, in response 
to an appeal from the Mayor of Jacksonville, your Excel- 
lency ordered these iorty-five tents whipped to bim for use 
of refugees from the epidemic. lam unofficially informed these 
tents were used for such purpose at Moncrief Springs, near 
Jacksonville, during the latter part of August, September, Oc- 
tober, November and until December 1-5, and was now, after 4 
months of such use, presumably unfit for further use by the 
troops, if indeed they have not been cremated by the " Disin- 
fecting Corps." 

A;> these tents were the private property of the Jacksonville 
companies, and had previously been used only in the public 
service, I would respectfully, but earnestly, recommend that 
tbe original purohase money be refunded by the State to those 
companies. I am of opinion that section 16, of chapter 3707, 
gives the Governor the right to do this, from any unappropri- 
ated lunds in the Treasury, without further legislation. 

The total expense of this encampment, exclusive of pay of 
Company " B," which has been delayed on account of non- 
receipt of pay-rolls and several unadjunted claims, is Bhown in 
following statement :

VOLUNTEER DETACHED COMPANIES. 

In addition to the 12 companies of Florida State Troops, 
there are now twenty-one compinies oi' organized volunteer 
militia in the Slate, nine of which have been organized since 
last report. Fifteen of these are armed and equipped with 
United States Government ai m<, two with ohl style muzzle- 
loading rifles, their own property, and lour yet to be supplieHj 
with arms. Several of those supplied with aims have" 
failed to make annual muster rolls last called for, and 
I fear they are maintaining only a nominal existence. 
There being no provision for paying expenses of an inspector, 
these companies have not been visited or inspected since 
last report, and hence I hive no means of knowing their status 
or the condition of the property in their possession.

STATE'S PRISON. 

FOR YEARS 1887 AND 188«. 



The State's prisoners have heen constantly employed since 
last report by C. K. Dntton at his turpentine works in Suwan- 
nee county, under the provisions of the contract reported as 
made with him November flth, 18^5. 

Subsequent experience ha* confirmed the opinion that the 
contract then made was by far the Wst disposition that conld 
have been made of the adult convicts, but, I attain respectfully 
ask special attention lo the large number of buys under 18 
years of age who are being committed to the State's prison, 
and urge that other provision be made for the punishment of 
these novices in crime. 

It is impracticable, under the present system, Lo isolate the 
different grades of criminals, and boys of 1 1 years of age, con- 
victed of stealing peanuts, are far from being benefited by one 
year's constant association with hardened criminals of every 
grade. A house of coriection for such juvenile offenders is of 
most urgent importance. I am ilso of opinion, and would re- 
commend, that convicts for shorter terms than twelve months 
should noi be sent to the State's prison. These can be more 
economically :md advantageously employed in the various pub- 
lie works in the counties where sentenced. While under con- 
tract the expense of conveying three and six months' convicts 
from the extreme limits of the State to the prison camps, al- 
though bearing heavily upon the contractors and thus influen- 
cing them in their bids, is, like the national tariff, impercep- 
tible lo the average taxpayer. 

It is very probable that the present contract system can be 
maintained but a few year* longer, as the manufacture of naval 
stores is an exhaustive industry, requiring large bodies of cheap 
pine lands, the supply of which is becoming limited, and there 
is no other industry in the State in which so large a body of 
convicts can be profitably employed. The present contract ex- 
pires December 3 1st, 1889, and unless a new contract can be 
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made, to embrace all State prisoners, the State will, in January, 
1 890, have on hand a large number of prisoners for which it 
can furnish no profitable or even self-sustaining employment, 
and no safe place for their confinement. Some action should 
therefore be taken by the next Legislature toward the estab- 
lishment of a permanent State's prison. 

The per centage of escapee since last report has materially 
decreased, and, considering the character of the work in which 
the prisoners are employed, in ihe forest and often several miles 
from the stockade, shows a good state of discipline, which is 
attributable, in a great measure, to the rewards for good con- 
duct by shortening the terms of sentence. In fact, I am as- 
sured by the captains of the gu.vrds that those prisoners sub- 
jected to punishment dread the loss of their monthly gain-time 
more than the punishment inflicted. 

I regret to say, however, that two prisoners have died since 
last report, of gunshot wounds, inflicted by their guards while 
attempting lo escape. The first of these cases, occurring dur- 
ing the session of the Legislature of 1887, was thoroughly in- 
vestigated by your orders, and no blame found to attach to the 
guanl who did lite shooting. 

The latter I investigated and found that the prisoner was 
shot after chasing him for nearly a mile, when about to make 
good his escape, and the shooting was done to cripple and not 
kill, but his l^g being Iroken he died 90 days afterwards of 
blood poisoning. 

The sanitary condition and general health of the camps have 
heen excellent, as is evidenced by the small number of deaths 
from malarial or climatic diseases. This is particularly notice- 
aide in the report for 1888, in which the seven deaths reported 
were all the result of chronic or organic diseases.

ftEK. Lang — By request I have the honor of respectfully 
submitting for your consideration my second statistical ana 
mortuary report of the State convicts, under the supervision 
of Mr. H. M. Wood, and quartered near Live Oak, in Suwan- 
nee county, Florida. 

This report embraces two years, dating from January 1st, 
1887, to January 1st, 1889. During this interval and from my 
last report, the number of prisoner* has increused to about 
374. This year the number has been less, and only aggregate 
320 at the present writing. This decrease in the number of 
the prisoners this year is doubtless on account of the epidemic 
yellow fever, which has prevailed in certain localities of our 
State and demoralized, to some extent, the holding of the usual 
fall term of our courts. In jthis particular, I would gladly 
hail a more resplendant dawn in our State history, when, from 
the administration and advance of reformatory law, that it 
oonld be reported every year a gradual decrease in the number 
of prisoners in our State Penitentiary. 

The prisoners received this year, some few have suffered 
from chronic diseases, for which they have had to have a pro- 
tracted medical treatment. Some of them have been dis- 
charged from the hospital, and four are under treatment at the 
present. 

The general appearance of the prisoners show that they are 
strong, healthy and well fed. 

The stockade has undergone some repairs since my Ian re 
port, and their quarters made much more comfortable. The 
Supervisor has been very vigilant in overlooking their man- 
agement and caring for their wants, which has assured them 
kind treatment and added much to their comfort and cheer- 
fulness of their prison life. The prisoners are well fed and 
have had their regular number of suits of clothes, shoes, hats, 
Jfcc. A supply of good new hlankets, which have recently been 
received, will add much to their comfort during the winter sea- 
son. 

The hospital is in good condition, and the sick well cared 
for and supplied with efficient nurses. 

The mortality for the last two years aggregate 19, and 17 
of which have' died from disease and two from gunshot wounds 
received from guards while attempting to escape. The dis- 
eases of the above, which resulted in their deaths, has already 
been sent yon in my quarterly reports. 

In conclusion, allow me to say that the good and kind man- 
agement of the Supervisor, and the moral training and disci- 
cipline of the convicts for the last two years, is, without ex- 
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ception, the best I have ever known, and lias obviated the ne- 
cessity of but veiy little punishment.

PENSIONS. 

My report for 188-5 and 1886 showed that under the provis- 
ions of the law approved February 10, 1885, there had been 
tiled l:H claims fur pension. Of tfeia number lQ(j ha-i been 
allowed, and 94 were then Oil the pension list. On July 1st, 
1887, when the amendment approved June 7, 188V, became "it- 
erative the number of pensioners hail inert-used to 1 15. 

That amendment not only removed lite requirements that tile 
claimant must be " unable in support himself," and thai pension 
must be " necessary tor his support and maintenance," but also- 
extended its provisions to all soldiers of other Estates who had 
been residents of the State for 15 years. This has so largely 
increased the limits oi the law that the number of claims filed 
to January I, 1S80, was 4;14, of which number 314 have been 
placed upon toe pension rolls, 49 have been registered and 71 
are still under consideration. Thirty-five of these are new 
claims not yet examined by the Commissioners, because of 
press of other official duties of mure urgency ami i in po nance, 
and :it> are claims which have been examined and refused by 
the Commissioners from one to four or five times, but again re- 
newed with additional evidence to establish iheir validity. 
These arc based upon injuries varying from the loss of a finger 
to an arm or leg, and upou diseases alleged to have been con- 
tracted in the line of duty in service, resulting in neuralgia of 
eyes, deafness, rheumatism and paralysis. The law provides 
that the claimant shall produce to the Commissioners of Pen- 
sioners "a certificate signed by the Board ol County Commis- 
sioners of the county in which he lives that he is by reason of 
reason of said wottnds unable to perform manual labor." There 
appears to be very meagre and various ideas ot what degree of 
disability constitutes inabilitv to perform manual labor, and an 
impossibility of drawing the line between the deserving or 
valid claims, and the undeserving. 

There are, apparently, aB many different opinions on the sub- 
ject as there are different sets of County Commisioners. This 
results in very unequal and therefore unjust distribution of the 
benefits of the law, and calls for further amendment by the Leg- 
islature, either more clearly defining what is meant by unfitness 
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to perform manual labor, or in grading the pensions to amount 
of disability proven, as is now done in some of the States — and 

by the United States. 

Under the law as it now is, citizens of one county are refused 
pennons while their neighbors of adjoining counties, although 
much less seriously wounded, are granted pensions, because 
their County Commissioners are more liberal in their construc- 
tion of the law. I frequently receive letters in reply to notices 
of claims refused, complaining that the writers are far less able 
to labor, and are in possession of less property than their neigh- 
bor who has heen drawing a pension regularly.

ASYLUM FOR INDIGENT LUNATICS. 

The appended report of Superintendent A, Moseley, of the 
Asylum for Indigent Lunatics, Knows the transactions of that 
department for the past two years. The large increase in the 
number of patients treated and consequent increase of expen- 
ditures for maintenance and support, rendered it impossible to 
erect the hospital building recommended by the last Legisla- 
ture, without incurring ;i 3tst*t for the cost thereof, which the 
Board of Commissioners of State Institutions did not feel au- 
thorized to do, and so it was necessarily left for future ap pro- 
pria tion, 

The waterworks recommended in my last report were for the 
same reasoa delayed, but have been begun by sinking a well 
which gives promise of an abundant supply of water, and by 
the purchase Of a wind pumping engine and attachments, 
guaranteed to do the necessary pumping to supply the tank on 
top of the tower. The necessary piping, bath tubs, etc., are 
alone now needed to give that institution, not only ample 
laundry and bathing facilities, but an adequate fire protection. 

The supplies both of food and clothing I have purchased, as 
heretofore, on competitive bids and at wholesale prices, thus 
reducing thf cost thereof to a minimum when quality was con 
sidered. The provisions particularly have been of the beat of 
their kind, and, together with such supplies of root and vege- 
table crops as the Superintendent has raised upon the grounds, 
almost without cost, have furnished a substantial bill of fare 
exceeded by fr-w ol the hotels of the country. 

In this connection I would respectfully recommend a revision 
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of the law providing for tin? com mi anient of lunatics, es- 
pecially in regard to examination a-; to indigency of persons 
committed, and, if found practicable, Lh extradite or exact 
payment lor support and maintenance of citizen* of oilier 
Stales or of loivign countries. The Asylum is now supporting 
and caring for citizens ol other Slates and of foreign countries, 
whose only claims upon this Stale are that they happened to 
winder into it anil became helpless and indigent while hcTe. 

The sending of persons in the last stages of chronic diseases, 
or those infirm and helplecs by reason of extreme age, should 
be provided against. 

These, if indigent, should be cared for by the counties in 
which they live, or placed in the care of a committee tor sup- 
port and maintenance, at expense of The Stale at home, and not 
dragged away to die and he buried among stranger*. Several of 
these eases are now in the Asylum, while quite a number have 
died in the past few years, making an unfair exhibit of the 
mortality attending the treatment of the insane at the institu- 
tion.

Dkah Sin: I transmit herewith for your consideration my 
biennial report ot life operations of the Florida Insane Asy- 
lum, for the years 1887 and 1H88. The number of patients re- 
maining in the asylum OB the first day of January, 1887, was 
192, of which US were white males, 65 white females, 38 col- 
ored males, and 34 colored females. The number of new ad- 
missions for the ensuing two years were 185, ot which 61 were 
white males, +7 white females, 51 colored males, and 26 color- 
ed females. Ro-ad missions, 5 while males, 5 white females, 1 
colored male, and 2 colored females — a total of 13. 

In 1887 the deaths were 34, of which 7 were white males, 9 
white females, 9 colored males, and 9 colored females — about 
10 per cent, of those treated, and an increase over 1886 of 1 
per cent. 
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In 1888 the deaths were 27, of which 12 were while males, 
6 white females, 9 colored males, and — colered females — 
about 8 per cent ; a decrease over 1887 of 3 |>er cent.

There were discharged during the year 1887, 14 white males, 
12 white females, 11 colored males and 3 colored females; a 
total of 40 — aboui 20 per cent, of those treated. Daily average 
treated, 199. 

There were discharged in the year 188S, I* white mules, 12 
white females, 9 colored males, 5 colored females; a toial of 
44 — about 16 per cent, of those treated. Daily average treated, 
294; leaving under treatment at this date 23a, of which U are 
pay patients and 230 are indigent. 

Of those received in 1887, 27 were white males, 23 while fe- 
males, 31 colored mules and 9 colored females — 50 whites, 40 
colored ; total, 90. 

Of those received in 1888, 34 'were white males, 24 while te- 
rn ales, 20 colored males, 17 colored females — 58 whiles, 37 color- 
ed ; 95 total for 1888, Total whites received in two years, 10s ; 
total colored received in two years, 77 ; an increase over 1 885 and 
1886 of 34 per cent. Xumber of escapes for the two years were 
2 white males, 1 colored male and 1 colored female ; a total of 4.

On examination of the above report it will be seen that while 
the percentage of deaths of 1887 was one per cent, over 1880, 
the per cent, of deaths of 1888 was only 8 per cent, of the whole 
number treated ; a decrease over 1887 of 4 per cent. Tin* is, 
1 think, a very good showing, considering that some portions 
of the State have been visited during the year with yellow fe- 
ver, and that we are continually receiving patients of an i-\- 
treme old age and in a low state of health physically, who, in 
my opinion, could be better treated in a hospital for the sirk 
than for tin* insane. 

It is also gratifying to be able to report a marked increase of 
the number discharged, about 20 per ceni. of those treated. 
While all of those discharged were not cured, all were abb? to 
be sent to their homes, believing, as I did, that they wooW ini 
prove faster at home than at the asylum, in their then menial 
and physical condition. 

During the past two years, as heretofore, since I liavi- had 
charge ot the asylum, we have had an abundance and variety of 
vegetables raised on the asylum farm and garden, and the pro- 
visions furnished by the Board have all been good and ample. 
The daily ration consists of Intcon, fresh beef, furnished by eon- 
iract twice a week, tiah, corned beef, sugar, coffee, lea, wheat, 
Gratiant and corn bread, rice, hominy, syrup, butter, crackers 
and lard. During the winter months We give fresh pork about 
once a week. This is raised on the farm and does not cost I lie 
State anything. 

The sick are well provided for in their diet by the matron, 

who sees to tfneir wants personally. 
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xkw mnu>is«8 ajud increased accommodations. 

In my report for the years 1885 and 1880 I recommended to 
the Hoard that the white female building be extended to the 
wall north of the building, covering a space of thirty by sixty- 
live feet. It is absolutely necessary that this or some other 
building shoul 1 be built, and at once, as the white female wards 
are all overcrowded, and judging from the increased numher of 
patient* received in the past two years, about 34 per cent., the 
increase of patients during the next two years will be so great 
that we will oe obliged to refuse, any more of that class, unless 
an additional building is erected. Ah it is at present, nearly 
all ot the rooms in the three-story while female building con- 
tain two patients, and some three. I have somewhat relieved 
the overcrowded condition of the white male wards by build- 
ing seven comfort able rooms in the old dining room of this 
building, on the first floor. The colored irales have ample room 
for the present, but I think will be overcrowded before the 
next two years, as there are but 64 rooms in this building, and 
one room can only accommodate one patient. As will be seen 
there are now 54 colored male patients in the asylum. At one 
time last spring every room in this building was occupied. 
The colored female wards are in the same crowded condition 
as the white female wards, from one to three patients in a room. 
I would recommend that this building be raised to two stories, 
or that anew building be erected for this class of patients and 
the old building be given to the white females, as they already 
occupy more than half of the building. 

I also recommended in my last report the necessity of build- 
ing a hospital. Anticipating that the shelter, built of brick 
and covered with slate, used for a gun and wagon shelter while 
the present buildings were used as an arsenal, would make a 
good hospital by putting another story to it. I built outside 
of the iuclosure, with little expense to the State, a barn '26 by 
40 feet, with ample room for the stock, and shelters for the wag- 
ons. I hope the next Legislature will appropriate a sufficient 
sum to build this hospital and the other buildings mentioned. 
A hospital is an absolute necessity fbr the welfare and com- 
fort of the sick patients. The foundation of this shed is solid, 
:.nd the area large enough to build four wards in the second 
story, one for each color and Bex. The lower floor could be 
used as store rooms, kitchen and dining rooms. It would be of 
very great benefit to the sick and would save the physician a 
vast amount of unnecessary trouble anil work ; visiting now, as 
he he has to do, the different wards ot each building. 

The fence enclosing the yard of the colored female depart- 
ment is nearly finished. When completed will insure the 

i 
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safety of these patients and lessen i He mean* 'it escape and 
give llieui larger grounds. 

Coder the bead of new buildings, I think it advisable to 
mention the necessity of a building for holding services and 
also as a place of amusement. Trie house formerly used as a 
chapel, was torn down to make room for the new colored male 
buildings. Since ihet; our only place of worship or amusement 
has been the small office at tallied to the Superintendent** 
house. Most nt the lime services have been held in th« open 
air, in the yard set apart Cor the white male patients. A house 
for both purposes could lie built at ft small cost, as rnost ot the 
work would h«- done by the male patients. It could be used 
not only as a chapel, but as a lilirarv and amusement, hall. I 
doubt if there is an asylum in the United Suites, except tins, 
in which some building is not provided lor tin/ purposes above 
mentioned. Dr. Boyce, ot the Alabama Asylum, from whom I 
quoted in my last report, and whom I consider good authority, 
savs, in advocating diversion as a remedial agent in the treat- 
ment of the insane, " there is scarcely an evening after tea that 
there is not a gathering of the patients for social enjoyment of 
some kind, dances, games, theatrical exhibitions, and other 
amusements to afford them diversion." 

Dr. Hare, of the Milwaukee Asylum, says in his report, "we 
have two dances each week, the music being furnished by the 
attendant?." The accompanying letter, from the Rev. Dr. W. 
H. Carter, upon this subject ,f who has held the position of Chap- 
lain nt the asylum for the past eight years, is worthy of consid- 
eration. 

As yet there are no separate buildings or acenmmodations 
for the pay or convalescent patients. While the amount charged 
pay patients for board, is small (§12.50) per month, they should 
I think, have separate apartments, or at least be placed with the 
convalescent patients, and separate buildings and dining rooms 
provided for them : 

Cnpt. A. Jfaseley, 

Dear Sib: In place of making a formal report to the Board 
I would rather suggest to you some things which seem to me 
to be very desirable. There is great need of a chapel, or some 
room set apart- lor divine worship; out-door services are not 
always possible, nor do they have as great influence as when 
the surroundings are appropriate. I have been much pleased with 
the good conduct and attention of the patients at the services 
which I have held now for so many years; they seem always 
pleased at my coming and anxious to have my visits as fre- 
quent as possible. During these visits I have often wished that 
more amusements could be provided, I would suggest a bow- 
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ling alley ; ii need not be expensive, flooring, nailed together 
and set up edgeways could be planed off bo as to do as a sub- 
stitute for something better. A billiaH table would not be 
amiss in affording relief from the monotony of the daily life, 
and T do not think it inconsistent to speak of three things 
almost in connection with divine service, for wilh such people 
the occupation of the mind by means of amusements, is a duty 
rather than a pastime, and I do not know that I go outside oT 
my limits, when I say that every help possible should be given 
to your efforts to induce the able-bodied patients to employ 
themselves in some occupation, even if it wore necessary to pay 
them some thing for their labor; occupation of the mind and 
exercise are better than medicine. And could not some room 
be provided for u hospital thereby benefitting the sick and 
saving valuable time of the nurses ? You must permit me to 
thaufe you and your family for the generous hospitality which 
has never varied in entertaining me during my frequent visits. 
I have always felt that it was not right you should bear the 
expense of providing for those, who, like myself, have visited 
the asylum in some sort of official capacity. W. H. Cakter. 

WATEK SUPPLY. 

The supply of water is still inadequate fur the use of the Asy- 
lum, but workmen are now pulling up a tank and wind-mill on the 
tower ol the white male building, a well to furnish the water 
having been dug under the tower. When this work is com- 
pleted it is to be hoped that we will have sufficient water for 
all purposes. I would suggest to the Board to have erected in- 
wide ot the grounds, or adjacent thereto, a laundry, where all 
the washing can be done. It would not only he a great sav- 
ing 10 the State, but. would also give light employment to a 
large number of patients. 

EMPLOYMENT OP PATIENTS. 

The number of patients usefully employed has steadily in- 
creased during the past lwo„years. Both sexes, white and col- 
ored, have been engaged as much as possible in light work. A 
large number of the males have worked in ihe field and gar- 
den, making mid housing, at little expense to the Stale, an 
ample crop ot corn, fodder, hay, potatoes and sug:ir-eane. The 
gaiden has been cultivated exclusively by them. They have 
also kepi i he grounds in the Asylum, and the road* leading 
to it, in perteci order. The females, too, have been ■ mptoyed 
in making quilts and comforts, sheets, pillow ca-.fi. lied licks, 
and marly all of the coarser articles of underwear for thetnteives, 
(.June a number of the while females, through cin »<■•', ar« em- 
ployed knitting and making lace anil other littli articles of 
fancy work. My experience satisfies me that the , .itients are 
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more contented, and a larger percent, of them are cured, *vhen 
usefully employed during their confinement in an Asylum. 

Dr. Hare, Superintendent of the Milwaukee Asylum, says in 
hie report of 1885 and 1886, that the per cent, of recoveries 
has been the highest, and the death ratt- lowest, in the history 
of that institution. He attributes, the results mainly to the 
"abolishment of mechanical restraint, and the regular occupa- 
tion of body and mind with labor, which overtaxes neither, but 
which yields to the excited or diseased brain and the exhausted 
nerve energy, sweet and refreshing sleep, which is the best 
road t" quiet content, if not to absolute cure." He says, fur* 
ther : " We have been able to compass this better than ever be- 
fore through the acquisition of the farm, which has furnished 
occupation to all male patients able to work. Roads have been 
worked, woods cleared, in addition to the planting, raising and 
harvesting the products of the farm, with the aid of but one far- 
mer, one gardner, and the teamsters." We have accomplished 
all of these results with the aid of one teamster when not en- 
gaged in hauling, one attendant, and the help of one extra 
laborer, to assist in plowing, at an extra cos*, of $45,00. 

As net per cent, of recoveries for the past two years is 
greater and the death rat« less than in the previous two years, 
or at any time since the asylum was founded, I must con- 
clude, as Dr. Hare does, that it is to be attributed in a great 
measure to the abolishment of mechanical restraint 
and the employment of the patients. The tendency 
of late in the treatment of the insane in the best 
and most successful asylums has been to allow 
the patients a greater degree of 'liberty and freedom 
than in former years. While I am still an advocate of the 
abolishment of mechanical restraint, I find that under oar sys- 
tem of treatment: That is, not confining them to their rooms 
or wards, but allowing them the liberty of the yard, it is neces- 
sary at times to use the muff or camisole on some of the most 
violent patients ; which I think preferable to confining them to 
their rooms. With a sufficient number of attendants I believe 
all mechanical restraints could be abolished. In a great num- 
ber of asylums the oat-door system of treatment is the ex- 
ception to the rule. With us all patients are not only allowed, 
but are required, to leave their rooms in the morning upon 
rising, and are not allowed to occupy the rooms during the day 
unless they are sick. The yards for the white male and white 
female patients are about two acres in extent each. The yards 
for the colored male and female patients are nearly as large. 

I believe in the greatest liberty of personal freedom com- 
patible with the safety of the patient, and my experience goes 
6s 
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to prove ihaL we had fewer escapes from those who were al- 
lowed perm its to go outside of the yards than from those con- 
fined cuii tin ii, illy inside of the enclosure. The last report of the 
Scotch Commissioner!* shows that the number of escapes from 
asylums where limited libei'ty is not allowed are three-fold, as 
compared with tho«e in asylnms where large freedom is al- 
lowed, but in which this unrestricted liberty is not practiced, 
I dn not wish to be understood as advocating a loose system of 
allowing any and all patients paroles outside of the yard and 
without attendants. There is no question that a greater degree 
of freedom than was allowed in former years is beneficial to 
the patients. The Superintendent and his assistants, certainly 
ought to be advised with their daily intercourse with the pa- 
tients as to who should be allowed thiB privilege. I will admit 
that there is danger that too much freedom may be allowed in 
ilii* respect. lam decidedly opposed, however, to confinement 
or the use of any mechanical restraint except tn extreme cases. 

FAHM AND HARDEN. 

Our open fields on the river, containing 40 acres, and about 6 
acres near the asylum buildings, were planted last spring in corn 
and oate. A part of the river field planted to oats was over- 
flown by a rise in the river, but was afterwards planted in corn. 
From these fields we gathered 671 bushels of corn, 80 bushels 
of oats, 9,318 pounds of fodder and about 3,000 pounds of bay 
and clover. From 4 acres of land adjoining the asylum we 
raided a large crop of Irish potatoes. It was later in the year 
planted in sweet potatoes, from which we gathered nearly 400 
bushels of eating potatoes, besides several hundred bushels of 
slips, which were fed to the stock. We also planted 1 acre in 
cane, 2 acres in watermelons, and had an abundance of vege- 
tables the entire year. We have now plenty of cabbage, 
potatoes and turnips to last until the spring crop comes on. 

ATTENDANTS. 

Most of the attendants now employed in the asylum have 
been with me four years, and it is a pleasure to me, and I 
think it but just to speak of their uniform kindness to the pa- 
tients under tbeir charge. In the past two years I have had 
occasion to discharge two attendants only, for what I consid- 
ered unkind treatment to patients. While the treatment was 
not brutal it was of snch a character that I thought needed 
correction, and I therefore discharged them. 

Before closing this report I think it my duty to report the 
birth of a white female infant in this asylum. The mother 
was brought from one of the Southern counties and arrived 
here on the 21st day of May, 1888, She informed me upon her 
arrival that she was enciente, and upon an examination by the 
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physician in charge, found that her statement was correct. 
The child was born on the 2d day of December, 1888. Thia 
patient was only slightly affected with epilepsy, and as her 
condition w^s known it would have been much better for her 
to have remained at home, at least until after the birth of the 
child. 

My thanks are due to your Excellency and to each member 
of your Honorable Board for your cordial support in the paBt 
in ray efforts to discharge the very responsible and arduous 
da ties of my office. I am very respectfully,
